extended to the delegates by the Moderator, they becoming 
members of this Association. 

A communication from Bro. J. G. Chastain, missionary in 
Mexico, was read, received and filed. 

On motion, the following officers were elected by acclama- 
tion: R. R, Turnage, Moderator; N. 8S. Buckley, Treasurer ; 
W. J. Armstrong, Clerk. 

The Association adjourned to attend the preaching of the 
Introductory. Sermon. Rev. He Hall led in prayer in 
behalf of Bro. J. G. Chastain and his in Mexico. Bene- 
diction by the Moderator.

Report on Ministerial Eduestign. 


We believe that God’s ministers do not choose the preach- 
ing of the gospel as a profession, neither do churches or 
institutions. call them to preach the gospel, but that they 
are called to the special work of preaching the gospel. 
Christ called the disciples to preach the gospel in a way that 
he did not call people in general to Christianity. See 
Matthew 4:19; Mark 1:17 ; Matthew 9:9. Also Christ 
said to his apostles, “ye have not chosen me but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you that ye should go and bring 
forth fruit, etc. We believe that not many wise men after 
the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble, are called, but 
that God hath chosen the foolish, and weak things of the 
worl’ to confound the wise and mighty.—Ist Cor. 1:26, 27. 

Not that in ignorance and weakness they are to confound 
them but that becoming wise and strong in the Lord they 
shall put them to contusion. 

We believe that to those whom God calls He gives all needed 
spiritual qualifications, and the promise of his blessed pres- 
ence alway, even to the end; and that he gives them minds 
capable of developing and commands them to study to show 
themselves approved of God, workmen that need not be 
ashamed, rightfully dividing the word of truth.—2d Timo- 
thy 2:15. In this we seem to recognize @od’s approval, of 
the development attained by study, and also the necessity 
of study in order to the most effective preaching. All that 
ministerial education as a system means is to give the men 
whom God calls the opportunity and encouragement to 
study. There is growing demand on the part of all classes, 
high and low, rich and poor, Christian and unchristian, for 
the higher education of our ministers. The cause of Christ 
at home and abroad demands it; and reasonable or unrea- 
sonable, whether we like or dislike it, we cannot afford 10 
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ignore a demand so universal, when it seems to be the com. 
mon demands of both God and humanity. 

Brethren, with, these plain facts before us, it seems that 
the one thing needful in regard to the Preacher's part in the 
development of Christian work, and surely we ought to 
look out the men whom God has called and see that they 
have the opportunity to stady. In conclusion, we would most 
g@eartily recommend Mississippi Colleges—our own institu. 
tion, where all needed advantages in the way of literary cul- 
ture may be supplied, and where our ministers may receive 
financial help. Let us thank God for Mississippi College 
and means; and lect us ask him for ministers and hearts dig: 
posed to educate them. We would recommend that the pas- 
tors of each church in the Axsociation between this and the 
first of March, talk up the subject ot Ministerial Education 
in the churches and take up 4 collection for the same.

Report on. Mississippi College. 


This institution is the property of the Baptists of Missis- 
sippi, and has been operated by Baptists about forty years. 
The way in which it came into our hands, the trials through 
which it has passed, and the difficulties that have been over- 
come by the denomination in carrying it on those forty years, 
are matters of interest to every Baptist in the State, though 
we cannot put them in this report. Any one familiar with 
the present condition of our denomination as compared with 
what it was forty years ago can but realize that a great im- 
provement has been accomplished. That the College has 
been an important factor in this improvement can hardly be 
questioned. The very efforts made by the churches to keep 
the College going, and to support the young preachers sent 
there by them has helped to develop the membership of 
these churches and make it easier for them to raise money 
for missions, and pay their pastors. Many young men, 
trained in this school have returned to the churches that sent 
them greatly improved for their life-work while many ° 
occupy foreign fields. Statistics show that the Baptists 
are the leading denomination in the State numerically. 
This being the case the responsibility is laid upon us 
to lead {in all benevolent and mission work. To do this 
we must handle our forces well, which can be done only by 
system, and organization; by a continued hearty support of 
this College our churches can be greatly aided in bringing 
our denomination up to the standard that is reasonably, ex- 
pected of a body of Christians so great in numbers and in- 
telligence as the Baptists of Mississippi. We learn with 
pleasure that the sum of $50,000 has recently been added to 
the endowment of the Cdllege.

Report on Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. 


This Seminary is located in Louisville, Ky. It belongs 
to Southern Baptists and supplies one of their greatest needs. 
It is strietly a school for ministers. Its leading object being 
& more thorough understanding of the Holy Scriptures. 

Everything studied in the course throws light directly or 
indirectly on scripture interpretation or practical Christian- 
ity. The Seminary is under the management of those 
among the noblest and wisest of men. It is firmly estab- 
lished, and with the improvements contemplated, which we 
hope will be completed within a year, will compare. favora- 
bly with any of our institutions. It has three courses of 
study besides special studies : . 

Ist. The Pastor's Course, which can be completed in one 
session. 

2d. The English Course, which requires two sessions for 
completion. 

8d. The full course, ineluding the study of Greek and 
Hebrew, requiring three years. 

It is a school tor the poor as well as the rich. It has an 
endowment sufficient to meet almost all current expenses, so 
that tuition is free to al Also there is connected with it a 
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Brethren, we ought to help support the Seminary and do 
what we can to induce our ministers to avail themselves of 
its superior advantages. -

Report on Pastora/ Support. 


It appears to your Committee the reasons are so obvious, 
the necessity so apparent for a freely supported and unsec- 
ularized ministry, that it seems strange it should be 
made a subject of report. Believing, as we do, that the | 
Bible is replete with the doctrines and teachings of our 
Saviour, setting forth the claims of the ministry upon the 
churches, that we regard it a most sacred duty enjoined upon 
every lover of Jesus Christ to contribute liberally of the 
means that God has blessed them with to the support of 
their pastors. 

Furthermore, that contributing to the servants of Christ 
and his glorious gospel, should be esteemed a privilege, re- 
garded as a pleasure—a tree offering of a grateful heart 
attuned to the praises of its Creator. That there is a state 
of apathy hovering over our churches and a flagrant neg- 
lect of a sacred duty, we do most sincerely and deeply de- 
plore, and regard it as the great clog to the wheel of progress 
in Zion. That our members may be awakened from their 
lethargy to a full realization of their gross neglect of such 
grave obligations, and the heinousness of the sins of omis- 
sion, we can but suggest that our pastors approach them 
more frequently upon the subject, and teach them from the 
pulpit the necessity of a compliance with God’s word, for 
saith the apostle: “The Lord ordained that they which 
preach the gospel should live of the gospel ;” that it is 
more blessed to give than to receive. It is the duty of 
churches to support their pastors by giving them a pecu- 
hiary support for themselves and families. It is the duty of
